Bodies of 18 
Mine Victims 
Are Removed 


LOGAN, W. Va., March 12 (UP). 
—The heart-breaking task of re- 
moving the bodies of 18 men trapped 
by an explosion two miles inside 
the MacBeth oe of the Hutchin- 


While relatives and friends of the 
dead men watched frantically at the 
mine entrance, scene of a similar 
explosion last Sept. 2, rescue work- 
ers toiled in gas-filled tunnels. 
Bodies were brought to the surface 
two at a time. 

Bedies of nine victims had been 
brought to the surface by 4 P.M. 

The rescue crews reported that 
they found the bodies of nine 
grouped together near entry 17 of 
the mine.

Trotzky-Faseist Plot 
Assailed by Baker 


CHICAGO, March 12.—Woodrow 
Wilson's War Secretary Newton D. 
Baker last night told the Fourth 
Annual Women's Congress that 
Leon Trotzky had plotted against 
world peace with the fascist na- 
tions. 

Trotzky, Mr. Baker said, had 
plotted with Hitler and the Jap- 
anese militarists, hoping they 
would defeat the Soviet Union and 
return him to power. 

Mr. Baker said Trotzky, through 
his dealings with the fascists, had 
attempted to create “a new trium- 
virate of Hitler, Trotzky and 
Japan.” 

The plot between Trotzky, Hit- 


ler and the Japanese war-makers 


was admitted in open court by 
Radek, Piatakov and fourteen other 
Trotzkyites at the recent treason 
trial in Moscow.

CHICAGO, III., March 12.—More than 5,000 striking 
taxicab drivers, their wives, sweethearts and friends jammed 
the massive Ashland Auditorium in the first public meeting 
of the newly organized Midwest Taxi Drivers’ Union. They 
cheered, they whistled, they sang, Owe! stomped their feet 
and shouted themselves hoarse 
what observers said was one of the 
most spirited gatherings in the his- 
toric old hall. One side of the audi- 
torlum was packed with Yellow 
Cab drivers while strikers from the 
Checker Cab Company filled the 
other half. 

“Gees, who would have thought a 
few days ago we could come to- 
gether like this?” said Oscar (Red) 
Kofkin, the strapping broadshoul- 
dered cabbie who only a week ago 
decided over coffee and doughnuts 
at a northside lunch counter that 
something had to be done to n- 
crease the pay of the cab drivers. 
“I ain't no public speaker, boys,” 
Kofkin declared, “but I guess I 
started something and I know we 
ain't gonna lose now.” 


STRIKERS AT THE MIKE 


A queue of drivers from garage 
committees stepped to the platform, 
talked into the mike (to most of 
them a strange instrument) words 
of undying confidence. 


Joseph M. Jacobs, attorney for 
the strikers, read several of the 
pay vouchers that cab drivers have 
received in recent weeks. Yellow 
drivers get 50 per cent of the re- 
ceipts while Checker men receive 
40 per cent, but in both cases the 
drivers must pay for their own fuel, 
washing, city and state license 
plates and other necessary services.

WHEREAS, employers of labor, by the exercise of their overwhelming 
economic power and by the denial of civil rights to their employes, have 


prevented the general organization of labor and limited the use of

collective bargaining in improvement of wages and working conditions; 


WHEREAS, while the purchasing power of American workers is thus 
kept at a very low level, industrial production has risen very nearly to 
normal, and the profits realized by the owners of industry are increasing 
rapidly; and 


LEGISLATION NEEDED 


WHEREAS, this growing disparity between the production by Amer-; 
ican workers and their power to purchase the output of industry is 
exactly similar to the conditions which produced the depression beginning 
in 1929, and unless the trend is changed a new descent into depression 
is inescapable; and 

WHEREAS,’ Federal legislation establishing minimum wage and 
maximum hour regulations and protecting the rights of workers to 
organize and bargain collectively is absolutely necessary if those still out 
of work are to be reemployed and if mass purchasing power is to keep 
pace with the growing output of American industry; and 

WHEREAS, a majority of the Supreme Court. in decisions clear'y 
dictated by predispositions of its individual judges, has so interpreted 
the Constitution of the United States as to throw out legislation already 
enacted, and to make practically impossible future legislation, of the 
character required for progressive and peaceful solution of, our labor, 
agricultural and other social problems; and

More than two weeks before Mussolini shipped 
21,000 Italian Fascist troops to the Guadalajara front, 
Foreign Minister del Vayo of the Spanish government, 
in an address to trade unionists at Madrid, warned 
the democratic countries of the world that Mussolini 
was waging war against them as well as against de- 
mocracy in Spain. What del Vayo said then applies 
more forcefully to the situation today: 

“To defend Madrid today is to defend Paris, Lon- 
don, Prague, the northern countries, and every other 
democratic nation in a not-too-distant future: 

“In some countries as interested as we are in not 
allowing Spain to become Fascist the government 
policy does not correspond to this obvious axiom. 

On several occasions I have denounced before the 

League of Nations the—to my mind—foolhardy pacifist 
policy of giving away one position after another to 
Germany and Italy in order that the external peace 
of Europe should not appear to be violated. It has 
been violated ever since July, 1936, when two Fascist 
powers without a previous declaration of war went to 
war with Spain. 

“The 60,000 Italian soldiers sent by Mussolini to 
fight in Spain are the best proof that in the West of 
Europe peace is an ironical and bloody fiction in the 
conventional terminology of diplomatic chanceries. 
Without bothering to delve any deeper, we al- 
ready have the sensational revelations published these 
days in the British press on the German National So- 
Clalist intrigue in Czechoslovakia. Every country has 
for its damnation some kind of Franco or other, either 
military or civilian, who can be utilized against his 
own country by Berlin or by Rome to open the gates 


of his nation to foreign domination. ‘The system is 
the same.”
